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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-2, 6-8 and 10-1 1 are pending and are under consideration. 

Specification

Objection 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: for example, 
page 12, line 13, of the specification contains an embedded hyperlink directed to an 
Internet address. The use of hyperlinks and/or other form of browser- executable code 
are not permitted under USPTO current policy because the content of such links are 
subject to a change, resulting in the introduction of New Matter into the specification. 
Applicant is required to delete the embedded hyperlink and/or other form of browser- 
executable code. See MPEP 608.01 . 

Claim Objections 
Claims 1-2 , 6-8, and 1 1 are objected to for the following informalities: 
Claims 1-2 are objected to for reciting more than one period. It is suggested that 
"SEQ.ID No. 1" and "SEQ. ID No.2" be replaced with — SEQ ID NO:1— and — SEQ ID 
NO:2, respectively. 

"AGT-SAL 1 1" in claim 1 and "AGTSAL" in claim 2, should be deleted, since it 
adds no meaning in the claims. 

In claim 1 , "plant" before "comprising" should be deleted, for clarification. 

In claims 2, 6-8, "A" should be changed to —The--, because it refers to a 
previous claim. 

In claim 8, "AGT-SAL 11" should be replaced to —polynucleotide sequence--, 
for clarification. 
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In claim 11 , " operator" should be changed to —promoter--; and "AGT-SAL" 
should be replaced with —the—, for clarification. 



Claims 1-2, 6-8, and 10-1 1 are deemed free of the prior art , given that the prior 
art does not teach or reasonably suggest SEQ ID NO: 1 or SEQ ID NO: 2, nor that the 
prior art teaches a transgenic plant comprising said sequence, or a method that 
employs said sequence. 

Claims 1-2, 6-8, and 10-1 1 are allowable.
